We can not accept the General's reasoning in 
regard to the responsibility of the human tempera¬ 
ment for wars between nations. History shows that, 
for the most part, the average individual has known 
very little about the causes of conflicts in which he was 
expected to sacrifice his life. He had no meags of 
knowing about these. Up to a relatively short time' 
ago he could neither read nor write, and had no 
sources of information and no means of expressing 
his opinions. Disputes between his country and other 
powen were affairs in which only a few insiders were 
engaged and they Were conducted in secret. When 
these few individuals could not agree one side would 
declare war and all the average person knew .about 
that matter was that he was to do the fighting arid the 
paying. Prior to the last war there were some thirty 
treaties under which Great Britain was obligated to 
go to war. many of them for causes in which the 
British people were not interested at all. and the ex¬ 
istence of those treaties was unknown to the masses 
of the people. So that the temperament responsible 
for most of the wars has been that of loss than a 
corporal’s guard of individuals, not of the individual 
in the mass. At one time a single ossa could plunge 
two nations into war by writing a saucy letter to 
another man. 

But 'why should war between nations be inevitable 
because there is strife between individuals) When 
one man gets into a fight with another man both in¬ 
variably wind up in the police court. When one gun¬ 
man murders another we generally hang him by pro¬ 
cess of law.

We read that more dun three-quarters of a mil¬ 
lion dollars* worth of real estate was disposed of 
to newcomers in the city during the year 1927. 
Eighteen real estate firms furnished the Bureau with 
this information and the p roperty which changed 
hands involved Ml purchasers. These people were 
brought here by publicity conducted by the local 
Bureau, and if this new settlement and in vestment 
here were the sum total of the result of advertising, 
the outlay for that purpose would be more than 
Justified. But this is only a part of the benefits ac- 
ruing to the city in return for a small sum. The Bureau 
estimates, and we think it has been quite conserva¬ 
tive. that 360,000 tourists and travelers visited Vic¬ 
toria last year, leaving something like $3,000,000 
behind them. The weekly hanking business during 
the Summer months, of course, supports the Bureau's 
estimate in this regard. These are the direct and 
tangible results. There are many others equally im¬ 
portant. The growth of tourist travel, for insTancc. 
has obliged the transportation services to spend more 
in enlarging their various accommodations, giving 
more employment and increasing the circulation of 
money locally.

Tells of Romance and Hardships of the Past 


A FEW yean into the past, and there 
were only narrow wagon roads, full 
of bumps and puddle* in Winter 
choked with dust ui Summer, warding 
j out over the Colwood ^country from Victoria, 
i To-day. over a smooth pavement, thousands of 
automobiles run throug h that same district to 
the north, to glimpse the most beautiful panorama 
of all the motor mecca's of the Northwest. But 
there are some few who remember the old days 
when beaver built in the Coldstream Lakes and 
r w olve s and cougars roamed in the wilds at their 
very back doon. before the era of the auto- 


rhey drove to church on Sundays, then in 
sombre finery, with a horse and rig. 

„ Rare stories of the p i o ne er s are told of those 
. early times. Vancouver Island waa a colorful 
land of romance then. T here were British 
sailors on men o' war in EsquimaJt- There 
were miners in the hills and around Leach Rsver. 
| There were Indians on their reservations, liv¬ 
ing it primitive style, but a lustier, healthier race 
than those which have come into the confines 
of civilization. They were of the out-of-doors 
in those old days and the pioneers knew and re¬ 
spected them. 

Alfred Peatt. white-haired old pioneer of 
Colwood. can remember those tunes well. So 
does his little wife . . . another of the same 
. adventurous stock who settled on Vancouver 
I s Island in the early days. In his home at Col¬ 
wood lo-day, that burly veteran of the soil, 
now a grandfather, spurs yarns of the past sitting 
j by hif fireside.

PIONEER'S STORY 

i " flunking about early Colwood—1 cannot 
remember very much about it an it was when 
I first came here—I was only four years old. 
That waa in the Spring of '61. We had stayed 
a Victoria for over a year before, while our 


of Sooeke. That was only eight feet wide, 
winding up hill and down dale. Our house 
was just back of it. 

“I can look out of the window now at the 
old. low house, nestling amoog lilac bushes and 
poplar trees, and imagine what it looked like 
then, with its walls shining white, but with 
very little of the relieving green. 

"Our nearest ne ighb or was a man living in 
a small cabin almost opposite the presen t school- 
house. I can scarcely remember him I think 
he either died or moved away soon after we 
caw here. He waa a real pioneer. 

WATER PROBLEM 

"Young people do not know what work » 
nowadays. Why. everything we wanted we 
had to work for. and hard, too. It was diffi¬ 
cult to get enough water fur the house. Wells 
were dug. sometimes from seventy to a hundred 
fact deep, to gel drinking water, and many 
homes had c ister ns to catch ram water. We 
used to haul water ia big barrels from what 
is now the golf links lake for other household 
purposes. We had to bring all mail and pro¬ 
visions from Victoria by wagon. We did not 
have a baker come to our door with bread, 
either. I can remember my mother baking 
bread in a Dutch oven. It was outside the 
house and was built of bncks- which were 
heated before the bread was put in—but what 
bread it was! 

“When we first came here there was a saw¬ 
mill ia part of what ia now Hatky Park. It 
was rua by s man called John Gilmore. Logs 
used to be hauled to the mill by oxen along 
a skidroad which led from the Metchosin Road 
through the woods to the water. 

"Later the mill was turned into a combined 
tannery and shoe factory, under the manage¬ 
ment of a man named Switzcn. The hemlock 
bark used in the tannery was brought up from 
Sooke by the Muir brothers. Usually this bark 
was cut near Muir Creek and about four hun¬ 
dred tons were sold annually to the tannery. 
This waa hauled by eeowa to Eaquimalt. where 
It waa transferred to Indian'canoes to he can¬ 
ned to the tannery. Here it was ground and

used to tan the leather. Later, ground oak 
bark, from California, look its place. 

DEAD IN TREES 

"Part of the Hatley Park estate was once 
an Indian reserve. I can remember how they 
used to place their dead in boxes and hang 
them ia trees, and how they would place food 
under these trees for the use of the poor louts 
in the next world—in the Happy Hunting 
Ground. 


"When my brother and I were old enough, 
we attended the Craigflower School. We had 
one hone between us to ride to school on. One 
of us would ride it a set distance while the 
other walked. When the one who was ndmg 
reached the place we had decided upon, he 
would tie the hone to a tree. The other, 
when he came up to the hone, would ride it 
to the next ‘station.' when he would again start 
to walk, and so on. until we reached school. 

"During the holidays we spent most of our 
time helping with the farm work. Hot work it 
was, loo, for m those days Sutnmen were ex¬ 
tremely hot- while in Winter we expected two 
or three feet of snow, with ram and blizzarda-^r 
"In the 'Spring all the fields were bp^> 
with wild flowers—more so than noyte»*^*k. 
It's funny how things have s 

Incidentally, the old f»ud? Bible. Wluch be¬ 
longed the pnrcntf-^ Mrs. Peatt, is still in 
possession of jJ-rpioneer lady. Inside its cover 
are the amttet of her prooeer-parents: "William 
sadjbae Vertch- 1644 ”, 

In this Bible is kppt an old letter written 
from New Haven. Connecticut, to Mr. Veilch 


by Mrs. Peatt's uncle. Robert in 1856. He 
was a man very must interested ia flowers and 
he and Mr. Veitch exchanged samples through 
the mail. In this letter Robert Veitch says: 

"I could send you daisy teed in plenty and 
seed from the common gowen" (which is 
Scotch for wild daisy) *‘a sample of which 
please find enclosed. Bat how can such plants 
be got to you f Sow the gowen in a partly 
•haded spot in Spring, covering very slightly." 

FIRST DAISIES 

Mrs. Peatt's father got the seed in the Fall 
of the year in which she was bom and planted 
it ia the following Spring. It spread re¬ 
markably quickly. When Mrs. Peatt was a 
little girl she used to pick these wild daisies 
m the fields near her home et Craigflower. 
There .were bom on Vancouver Island before 
thetlteM. t 

“By the time I reached the age of twenty 
I was very foad of shooting. 1 remember once 
I shot e cougar near home. It measured nine 
feet—I was proud of that shot! Bean and 
wolves were also common in this district. The 
wolves have disappeared iato the north now. 

“What it now swamp land was like a shal¬ 
low lake in those days, and it and Glen Lake 
were both inhabited by beavers. These ani¬ 
mals were all lulled off by hunters yean ago, 
but in some places there are still traces of where 
they built their dams. 

"There was other sport besides hunting. At 
OM time reviews were held in the fields. Two 
large lento were erected, where the field guns 
were stored. Sham battles were held once a 
month. 

‘'Cricket matches were also held here. Offi- 
cen from the warships would play against the 
Victorians. These were held in the field op¬ 
posite the Oak Dell store. There was a hotel 
where the store is now. 

"In the field beside our home there was 
once a racetrack nsad fas the training of hones.
